Wahhinoton, Nov. o.— The first an- 
nunl report of Commissioner of Pen- 
sions H. Clay Evans to the secretary of 
the interior was made public Friday. 

' summary follows: 

There were added to the rolls during 
the year the names of 50,101 new pen- 
sioners, and there were restored to 
rolls 8,971 pensioners who had been 
previously dropped, a total of 84,072. 

During the same period the losses to 
the roll were 81,980 by death, 1,074 by 
remarriage of widows and mothers, 
1,84.1 by legal limitation (minors), 2,683 
for failure to claim pension for three 
years, and 3,560 for other causes, an 
aggregate of 41,192. 

The whole number of pensioners on 
the rolls June 30, 1897, was 976,014. The 
net gain over the previous year was 
S.S86. It will thus be seen that the 
pension roll has not yet begun to show 
any diminution, though It has been 
anticipated by my predecessors In office 
that such wonld be the fact Seven 
widows of revolutionary soldiers and 
nine daughters of revolutionary sol 
diers are still on the rolls. 

During the year 94,454 pension cer- 
tificates were Issued, of which number 
50,010 were original allowances and the 
balance were reissues, increases, res- 
torations, renewals, etc Of this num- 
ber 14,671 certificates of various classes 
were held in this bureau until July 1, 
1897; and are accordingly not credited 
to the past fiscal year. During the 
.time period 70,284 claims of various 
classes were disallowed. This number, 
nowever, does not include claims which 
were made for higher rates of pension. 

The amount disbursed for pensions 
by the pension agents during the year 
wan IU8, 790, B4B, 11, and the amount 
iisbursed by treasury settlement was 
J150, 475.23, a total of aiHtt,U49,717. 35.
